MONEY ORDERS. 


The high exchange value of the 
Hongkong vollar in 1920 is reflected 
in the increase in Money Orders issued 
in Horgkong for payment in Gold 
vsing countries. This increase in 
respect of funey Orders issued on the 
United Kingdom amounted to £15,498 
largely on acccunt of remittances 
home by members of H. M. Forces. 

Conversely the amount of inward 
Morey. Orders received for payment 
was' adversely effected by exchange, 
though a considerable increase in 
Money Orders from-Canada has to 
be noted, due. to the liyh premium 
charged by Canadian Banks in Ist 
quarter of 1920 on drafts,on Hong- 
kong, The Chinese residents in that 
country anticipating a falling dollar 
consequently preferred to remit by 
Money Order and thus secure the 
benefit of the lower exchange ruling 
wheu the order reached Hongkong. 

The total volure of Money Order 
transactions in 1920 resulted in an 
increase of £33,948 4.2 in comparison

Outward telegraphic Money Orders 
have similarly increased, viz -—91 
orders amonnting to £1654 against 
39 orders for £721 in 1919.

KCCEOW CITY LOOTED. *

Krunccuow, July 13. 

_ Recent well-anthenticated ramours 
seem to indicate that the Cantonese 
forces have sustained severe reverse 
in the region of Pakhoi and the Lot 
chow peninsula, For one thing, two 
junk loads of defeated and retreating 
Cantonese soldiers were driven by the 
typhoon of July 6 and 7 into White 
Horse Well Harbour near Tamchow 
City, having come from the region 
of Pakhoi. Pakhoi is said to have 
teen captured, also Luichow City and 
Kochow City, and the last mentioned 
place is said also to have been badly 
looted. However, these two cities 
were recently retaken. Rumour also 
has it that General Teng Vun Eng, 
commander of the Cantonese forces 
in Hainan, not long ago sent -an 
expedition to the rescue of Pakhot 
but the ships returned because the 
place bad already been captured and 
it was impossible to make a landing.

As the Negapatam- 
Penang service is bi-weekly a delay 
in the initial stage to Bombay entails 
the losa of the connection from 
Negapatam onwards and therefore a 
further delay of at least 3 days. Dur 
ing the early portion of the year 
failures to maintain the schedule 
were not infrequent and at 
thé instance of the Chamber of 
Commerce strong representations 
were made to the British Postal 
Authorities. However as a larger 
complement of (ast vessels became 
available forthe LondonBombay 
Service. a considerable improvement 
waseffected. The Straits Settlements 
Postal Administration have~ also 
assisted by undertaking to intercept 
at Penang the .letter mail to 
Hongkong and transuit {t by rail is 
Singapore;“ and thence by the 
first available steamer to Hongkong.

SORDID STORIES FOLD. 


AT CRIMINAL SESSIONS. 


CHINESE STABBING CASE. 


Glimpses of the seamy side of 
Chinese life in Hongkong were pre- 
vided by two cases heard at the 
Criminal Sessions to-day in which the 
accused were charged with haviog 
stabbed Chines: women. . 

A Chinese named Ip Kam Pui «3 
presented on an indictment alleging 
that he wounded a woman named 
Chan Ying with intent todo grievous 
bodily barm or, alternatively, malict 
ously. 

The Puisne Judge (Mr. J.R. Wood) 
presided at the hearing and the follow- 
ing were members of the jury-—Messry. 
4. C. Franklin (foreman), J, A. B. 
Silva, J. F. Anderson, D. P. J. Lopes, 
H. J. Koch, A. Mendes, and A. Alli- 


son. 

Mr. F, Dyer Ball conducted the 
Crown case; the prisoner was ume 
defended. : : 

Chan Ying, Mr. Dyer Ball, related 
to the Court, was a widow with one 
child--a girl about 6 years old. The 
prisoner was a man whom she had 
known for about 15 months, having 
Grst met him in Canton stortly after 
her husband died. With Ip Kam Pui 
and the child she came to Hong- 
kong in May of fast year. The 
prisoner took them to a house 
in Third Street and there 
Chan Ying lived with him for about 
10 days. Then funds got rather low 
and she had to pawn a good deal of 
her clothing, Eventually at the 
prisoner’s suggestion she ectered a 
house of ill fame. She steadily re- 
fused to accept the prisoner’s sugges 
tion that she should sell her 
‘daughter... On various ‘occasions 
be obtained money from her and 
be constantly threatened to sell the 
child who had been left at Third 
Street in the care of another woman, 

According to the complainant’s 
story. proceeded Mr. Dyer Ball, the 
prisoner came to her on July 16, at 
the place in Water Street where she 
was living and demanded morey.

There was, said, one re 
markable thing about the case. 
No -arrest was made immediately 
following the stabbing but next 
morning at about 7 o'clock Ip Kam 
Pul presented himself at the Central 
Police Station and told the Sergeart 
on duty that he had stabbed a 
woman the previous night with 8 
pair of scissors.” He was then 
arrested and, inquiries having been 
made, he was charged with having 
done grievous bodily harm to 
Chan Ying. At the preliminary heaz- 
ing of the case at the Magistracy be 
made a long statement the gist of 
which was that he was thé woman's 
second husband and had married ber 
after the death of her husband about 
six years ago. Her first husbaad 
left a legacy of unpaid cebts and it 
was in order to pay them off that she 
“entered a house of ill fame. Before 
be went to see Chan Ying on June 16 
be had been told that she was going 
off to Siam and hearing’ that sbe 
would take the child with her, he took 
the girlaway himself. The woman 
was annoyed when she heard of this 
and took a pair of scissors to stab 
him. In the subsequent struggle she 
wad accidentally cut in the eye.
